Hitting With The Wedge 


The wedge is the deadliest weapon in the bag, 
yet there are few who can manage it. It is a hazard 
club, for the shots that must be made with the wedge 
are the shots that trim strokes from your game. 


Where the average player manages to flub his 
wedge shot is in the breaking of the smooth tempo 
of his swing. The temptation is to jump at the shot, 
to try and hit it before the clubhead reaches the 
ball. The result, quitting on the shot at impact— 
“chili dipping,” or letting the clubhead come up on 
the shot “skulling it,” as they say. 


The average golfer should consider his distance 
with a pitching wedge to be about eighty yards 
maximum. The club is mainly for short distances, 
for the half shots, like little saves over trouble, the 
pitches uphill and the like. 


Address the ball in the center line between the 
feet, with a slightly open stance. Take a normal 
grip, but choking down slightly. Sole the club at 
the exact point where you intend to strike the ball. 
Your aim should be to hit the ball at the same time 
the club is going into the turf under it. 


Hands should be ahead of the ball. A three-

You Gotta Have Rhythm 


Rhythm and balance are essential elements to a 
sound golf swing. The most dependable swing is a 
slow, fluid motion. But pick the tempo that feels 
best for you, so long as you can maintain balance 
and control, and stick with it on all shots. 


Start your swing in an unhurried manner, then 
gradually build up speed. Turn fully with the 
shoulders and the hips will follow. Bring the club 
back with your left shoulder, turning the point of 
the shoulder toward and then away from the golf 
ball, allowing only a slight bend of the left arm. 


At the top of the backswing most of the weight 
should be on the right side; specifically on the inside 
of the right foot, not the outside. 


The unwinding should be an unhurried yet accel- 
erated downward pull of the left hand and arm— 
avoid lunging—that ends with the weight on the 
outside of the left foot.

Count losers. We have four Diamond losers and 
one Club loser. We can trump Diamonds in the 
dummy but we have trouble getting back to our 
hand each time. All our trumps are high except for 
the Five of Hearts in the dummy. Why not make 
these trumps separately? Instead of four trumps 
tricks we will have eight by trumping Diamonds in 
one hand and Spades in the other. 

This line of play should be investigated any time 
the declarer and the dummy each have a singleton 
and there is not a good side suit in either hand that 
can be set up by one or two ruffs. 

When planning to cross ruff a hand, Declarer 
should be careful to cash high card tricks in side 
suits before starting the cross ruff so that opponents 
cannot trump these tricks later.

Scooping is for Ice Cream! 


If hitting either behind the ball or on top of it on 
the upswing is something you do frequently, you 
might be surprised to learn that you are in good 
company. The fault is scooping, not hitting down 
and through, and it is probably the most common 
error made by golfers of all handicaps... To hit a per- 
fect shot, with backspin, or bite, is not all the 
mystery it seems to be. You must catch the back 
of the ball first, and then the ground. Here’s a tip 
that will help you recognize this fault and correct it. 

Analyze the swath your clubhead makes through 
the grass as you take your practice swing. The idea 
is to make the clubhead strike the exact spot in the 
grass where the leading edge of the sole rested at 
address. 

Address an imaginary ball about midway be- 
tween the feet, depending on your swing. Practice 
trying to make the correct swath with your hands 
leading the clubhead. Concentrate on a smooth 
swing as you practice. 

If the problem is chronic, talk it over with your 
iPro; 

If your game persists in giving you trouble, 
the man to see is your Pro. He'll analyze 
your problem and suggest a remedy.

HOUSE COMMITTEE REPORT 1970

With the occupation of our new club house, the house 
committee has faced numerous problems, challenges, and 
opportunities. 

From January 1 through September 30 the net profit 
from the bar and the dining room operations totalled 
$30,548.00, an average of $3,300.00 per month. Of this 
amount, $4,511.00 was the net from the kitchen and dining 
room. This profit is an unusual—if not unique—achieve- 
ment for which primary credit must be given our club 
manager. 


To attain this profit position, the board of directors 
made a dificult but essential decision. This decision was 
to obtain a liquor license permitting use of the premises 
to non-members. We feel this action was sound as it has 
allowed the club to benefit from numerous banquets and 
other affairs that otherwise would not have been legally 
permitted. The benefits to our membership are obvious 
but even these may be subordinate to the public reiations 
involved in benefits to the entire community. 


Membership support of the dining room and bar has 
been excellent. The chit system with monthly billing 
seems to be a strong factor encouraging usage. There 
have been minor problems in this area but the practice 
is now well established and working smoothly, Total ex- 
penditures of all members are recorded in the office and 
any member has access to his own figures at any time. 


Under the able direction of the women of the club, a 
full social schedule has been maintained, and well sup- 
orted, throughout the year. Club facilities have also 
een made available to minors for organized activities. 
They have been generally successful and have presented 
no problems. The same situation prevails in the use of 
the locker rooms, 


Several additions of equipment have been made since 
the club house was completed. They include a color TV, 
additional ovens, a piano, outside flood lights, and a direct 
Seaside telephone line. 


GREENS COMMITTEE REPORT 1970

The primary objective of the greens committee during 
the past year has been to maintain the golf course in the 
best possible condition, consistent with the manpower 
available and with a minimum of capital expenditure. 


Roy Thompson and his crew have done an outstanding 
job and are to be complimented for the excellent condition 
of the course this past year. 

Two capital expenditures were authorized by the Board 
of Directors. In October a new green and tee spiker was 
purchased for $1,250.00 and a new building for electric 
cart storage was authorized with the cost not to exceed 
$10,000.00. This building has now been completed and 
the final cost is as follows:

During the past two months, as demand for mowing 
has declined, the crew has constructed a new cart path 
from 10 green to 11 tee and built a practice trap adjacent 
to the practice green near 11 tee. 


I wish to express the committee’s appreciation to most 
members for their consideration in caring for the golf 
course. Replacing divots, keeping electric carts away from 
the greens and tees, repairing ball marks on the greens 
and raking traps are very important if we are to maintain 
the golf course to the standards we expect at Astoria. 

It will be the recommendation of the greens committee 
to the new board that those members consistently disre- 
garding the care of the golf course be given written warn- 
ing for the first reported offense and upon a second offense 
have their golf privileges suspended by board action for 
one week.

It has worked out very well and I would 
urge that the next president make sure all committees 
have at least 4 members plus a chairman. 

The biggest job this committee had in 1970 was to select 
a new head golf professional, Ralph Dichter was added 
to the committee to help with this chore.

The board made the final selection after 
giving each of the three a one and a half hour interview. 

_Bob Gasper, assistant pro at Portland Golf Club, was 
given the job. I hope you will all make a point of getting 
acquainted with Bob after this meeting. 

The golf committee drafted a contract to be used for 
the professional's job, with some additions and deletions 
by the board. _ Bob Gasper will be signed for one year at 
this time. This is the first time we have had a contract 
spelling out the pro’s duties and his income items. 

There have been some improvements made to th 
shop. The N.W. corner has been closed in to Give nade 
tional space to display merchandise. A dutch door into 


the club storage area was installed, Members are not 
cg, en to sd into the storage area, only the employees 
of the pro. e committee recommends that all members 
honor this rule. 

Some additional shelving has been installed in club 
storage area to relieve the crowded conditions. 

The interior of the merchandising area of the pro shop 
has been cleaned up and painted. 

I want to thank the members of the Golf Committee and 
Ralph Dichter for the many hours they contributed toward 
selecting the new head golf professional for our club. 

The Golf Committee hopes that their time and effort 
have gone into making this a more enjoyable place to 
play golf.

On the basis of 314 certificate holders (including time 
Payment holders) the value of each certificate expressed 
in terms of a share in the net worth is $1,000.00.

The dues structure for all types of membership re- 
mained the same for the year, and unless unforeseen ex- 
penditures, or unanticipated losses are experienced during 
the next operating year the outlook is that no changes 
will be required.

Count your losers. No Spades, 1 Heart, 1 Dia- 
mond because we were fortunate enough to get the 
Diamond lead. If East plays the Ace, we will win 
the second Diamond with our King and later trump 
the third Diamond. In Clubs, we are missing two 
honors. We must hope these honors are split, one 
in each hand or both in the East. 

Declarer should lead trumps as soon as he ob- 
tains the lead as there are plenty of trumps in both 
hands. The second trump should be won in the 
dummy so that a Club finesse can be tried. A small 
Club should be led and the Ten of Clubs put in. If 
it forces out the King, your worries are over. If it 
fails to the Jack, you must go to the dummy again 
by trumping a Diamond, lead another small Club 
and put in the Queen. Don’t be afraid to finesse 
twice. The play of the Ten on the first finesse is 
called a double finesse—we are hoping our low honor 
will force out the highest honor.

Check Your Grip 


A faulty grip is the most common cause of bad 
golf. So, if your game is in somewhat of a mess, 
check your grip. Remember, the grip is the begin- 
ning of everything. The swing starts with the hands 
and ends with the hands. 

Check yourself on these important points: 

Whether you prefer the overlapping, interlocking 
or the full-finger grip, the V’s formed by the thumb 
and forefinger of each hand generally point over the 
right shoulder. 

Watch out for looseness in your grip at the top of 
the backswing, and “losing” the right index finger by 
letting it go under the shaft. 

Some little latitude is allowable, and a slight de- 
parture from the normal grip may be helpful, de- 
pending on the individual golfer’s problem, and his 
particular swing characteristics. See your Pro, he 
can offer you advice on this question.
